The  Registrar  General’s  annual  estimates  of  the  population  of 
Pelixstov/e  for  19^1?  gives  a figure  of  17^220  v/hich  is  an  increase  of 
1 9 070  over  -uhe  previous  year  and  indicates  that  the  slow  but  steady 
growth  Cl  Felixstov/e  is  being  maintained. 

The  fit,^.res  for  the  population  of  the  town  during  the  past  I5 
years  are  iro'-- re  sting.  Prom  194^  "to  1951  there  was  a fairly  rapid 
increase  in  the  porrlat_.on  from  129  75^  to  15? 200.  This  was  due  to 
some  measure  to  the  return  to  Felixstowe  of  those  who  had  been  evacuated 
during  the  war  years  and  the  return  of  the  service  personnel. 

From  1951  'to  1956  'th©  increase  was  much  smaller  and  represents  a 
settling  down  period.  This  was  followed  in  the  195^“’19^1  period  by 
a further  period  of  more  rapid  grov/th  which  v/as  probably  due  in  part 
to  the  general  increased  mobility  of  the  population  and  to  an  increase 
in  trade  and  industry. 

The  year  I96I  v/as  a Census  year  but  final  figures  are  not  yet  to 
hand. 


BIRTHS 


During  I96I  the  total  number  of  Live  Births  was  3829  which  is  a 
small  increase  over  the  previous  year.  This  gives  a Live  Birth  Rate 
of  21.19  I9OOO  population. 

Still  Births  numbered  5 with  a Still  Birth  Rate  of  0.29»  This  is 
the  same  as  the  previous  year. 


DEATHS 


Deaths  at  all  ages  and  from  all  causes  totalled  227*  This  is  a 
slight  increase  over  1960, 

Deaths  of  infants  under  1 year  numbered  5 as  against  9 
previous  year. 

Among  the  causes  of  death  once  again  those  associated  with  the 
heart  and  circulation  v/ere  the  most  frequent  but  the  total  was  rather 
less  than  in  1960, 

Malignant  disease  in  its  various  forms  was  the  next  most 
frequent  and  was  slightly  above  the  previous  years  figure. 

As  a.  causa  of  d.eath  Infectious  Disease  has  lost  many  of  its 
fonner  terrom  and  if  one  Judges  by  the  Infectious  Death  Rate  over 
recent  years  it  is  of  negligable  importance.  It  must  be  remembered 
however  that  at  one  tim,e9  only  a few  years  ago,  the  deaths  from 
infections  causes  outnumbered  all  the  rest  and  the  improvement  can  onh 
be  maintained  by  vigilance  on  the  part  of  all  concerned  in  the  mainta. 
of  healt  il  e 

Accidents  were  the  cause  of  7 deaths.  This  figure  unfortunatel; 
remains  fairly  steady  in  spite  of  all  the  propa^ganda. 

With  regard  to  deaths  of  children  under  1 year  of  age,  this  yea. 
total  of  5 is  about  the  average  for  the  past  few  years. 

It  is,  however,  v/orthy  of  mention  that  no  deaths  were  recorded 
as  being  associated  v/ith  childbirth  or  pregnancy. 


NOTIFIABLE  DISEASE 

I 

The  total  number  of  cases  notified  during  the  year  was  206.  Of j 
this  number  197  notifications  were  of  measles,  which  was  prevalent 
during  the  first  half  of  the  year  and  was  more  or  less  confined  to  tha 
toddlers  and  primary  school  children.  This  accords  with  the  usual 
pattern  of  this  infection. 

Although  measles  is  only  rarely  a serious  infection,  it  can 
produce  troublesome  complications  in  some  cases.  It  has,  however,  a 
very  great  nuisance  value  and  upsets  both  family  and  school.  The 
production  of  some  form  of  immunisation  against  measles  would  be  a bo 

The  total  number  of  cases  on  the  Tuberculosis  Register  fell  by 
1 during  the  year.  There  v/ere  14  additions  to  the  Register  and  I5 
names  were  removed.

This  hov/ever  is  only 
parbly  true 9 as  an  aged  person  is  often  less  able  for  exertion j 
less  active  a.nd  alot  and  less  able  to  pay  for  amenities  than  a 
younger  person.  This  means  that  their  housing  requirements 9 
although  more  modest  than  those  of  the  younger9  are  more  specialised 
and  need  much  more  planning  and  sympathetic  foresight.

Mosquitos 

V/herever  stagnant  water  accumulates  there  is  liability  to 
annoyance  by  mosquitos.  Possible  breeding  places  were  sprayed 
during  the  breeding  season. 

Public  Conveniences 

These  have  in  general  been  well  maintained  during  the  year  with 
little  cause  for  complaint  except  for  the  pereimial  one  about  the 
turnstiles.  The  movement  towards  removal  of  turnstiles  in  public 
conveniences  is  becoming  more  general.

Mto  Chairman  and  Members  9 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  report  on  the 
environmental  health  conditions  in  the  Urban  District  for  I96I. 

The  work  of  this  branch  of  the  local  Public 
Health  Service  has  been  maintained  satisfactorily  throughout  the  year. 

Good  public  health  is  like  the  lubricant  of  a 
machines  it  ensures  smooth  running,  enables  work  to  be  done  or  destinations 
reached  and  is  only  noticed  when  a breakdown  occurs.  Agreeably  there 
was  nc  each  breakdown  during  19^1?  although  the  problem  of  hygienically 
dispos.i.ng  of  the  town’s  refuse  with  an  outdated,  overloaded  incinerator 
loomed  l^^rge  at  the  end  of  the  year.  In  this  reject,  recent  developments 
seem  to  cast  doubt  on  the  wisdom  of  chasing  the  rates  reduction  hare  so 
deep  among  the  refuse  disposal  trees  as  to  lose  sight  of  the  town 
development  v/ood.  Apparently  Felixstowe’s  problem  is  to  maintain  the 
characteristics  upon  ?/hich  its  income  depends  v^^hile  expanding  local 
emplo;vmGnt  opportunities  for  its  working  resident  population.  In  essence, 
the  creation  of  an  aesthetically  distinctive  industrial  town  and  resort 
in  which  the  requirements  of  the  holiday-maker,  professional  and  manual 
y/crker  and  retired  happily  coincide. 

Finally,  it  gives  me  much  pleasure  to  express 
appreciation  of  the  support  and  encouragement  given  to  me  by  the  Chairman 
and  Members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee,  and  my  clerk,  Mrs.  E.  North.

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WATER  SUPPLIES 


Main  Supplies 

Water  is  supplied  in  bulk  by  the  Felixstowe  and  District 
Company,  being  drawn  from  the  Nev/bourn  stream  and  Mill  River,  Bucklesham? 
and  pumped  from  a deep  well  at  Rushmcre.  The  river  water  is  purified 
before  distribution  by  means  of  sedimentation  with  alum,  rapid  gravity 
Sand  filtration  and  chlorination.  The  deep  well  water  is  simply  chlorinated. 

A high  standard  of  purity  v/as  maintained  in  the  town’ s 
supplies  during  the  year,  as  the  results,  shown  in  Table  1,  of  tho  samples 
of  water  taken  and  examined  confirm.

This  sample  is  practically  clear  and  bright  in  appearance 
because  it  carries  only  a few  particles  of  matter  in  suspension. 

The  v/ater  is  just  on  the  alhalinc  side  of  neutralityj  hard 
in  character  but  not  unduly  so,  contains  no  excess  of  mineral 
constituents  and  it  is  free  from  iron  and  other  metals. 


From  the  aspect  of  the  chemical  analysis  these  results  are 
indicative  of  a pure  and  wholesome  water  suitable  for  drinking 
and  domestic  purposes.

In  the  light  of  recent  research  tentatively  incriminating 
certain  chemicals  as  cancer-inducing  agents,  the  absence  of  zinc  sjid 
anionic  synthetic  detergent  and  the  presence  of  moderate  hardness  are 
woth  noting.  The  fluride  content  of  less  than  0.1  part  per  million  is 
below  what  is  considered  ideal  for  the  prevention  of  dental  caries,  namely 
1 .0  per  million. 

The  domestic  public  water  supply  is  not  plumbo-solvent .

The  only  unsowercd  areas  of  the  to?m  are  the  Cliff  estate, 
Felixstowe  Ferry  and  outlying  peripheral  areas  of  a predominantly  rural 
character.  Sewage  disposal  in  these  parts  is  by  cesspools  or  septic  tanks, 
of  v/hich  there  arc  approximately  60.  The  main  sewage  of  the  town  ends  at 
two  long  sea  outfalls,  one  off  Cobbolds  Point  and  the  other  in  Harwich 
Harbour,  whence  pumped  sewage  is  discharged  direct  and  untreated  into  the 
sea.  Whereas  there  are  doubtless  strong  aesthetic  objections  to  this 
method,  in  the  realm  of  hard  facts  and  local  historical  record,  it  is 
remarkably  successful.  Frankly,  how  the  sea  seemingly  magically 
discriminates  between  sev/age  and  oil  escapes  me.  Especially,  as  oil 
oLumped  many  miles  off-shore  still  ends  up  on  the  beach.

During  the  year  an  opportunity  was  taken  to  revise  the  Council's 
list  of  sub-standard  houses  and  draw  up  a five-year  programme  for  dealing 
v/ith  ']6  of  these  properties. 


A local  phenomenon  is  the  grov/th  in  the  number  of  houses  in 
multiple  occupation.  Houses  let  in  lodgings,  of  which  there  are  estimated 
to  be  over  200  in  the  town,  are  mainly  of  the  three-storey  type.  Th®ir 
existence  probably  reflects  the  difficulties  prospective  purchasers 
experience  in  trying  to  raise  a mortgage  on  this  type  of  property  and  a 
decline  in  the  less  lucrative  yet  more  demanding  business  of  boardinghouse- 
keeping. Rents  of  five  and  six  guineas  a week  for  a suite  of  rooms  with 
shared  amenities  and  passageways  are  not  uncommon.  Responsibility  for  the 
cleanliness  of  shared  facilities  is  not  always  easily  ascribed.  Perhaps 
the  Housing  Act,  of  I96I  may  be  of  help*  And  as  to  rents,  the  anomally 
whereby  furnished  lettings  are  subject  to  review  by  a rent  tribunal  and

DiPROVEMENT  GRAINS 


During  the  year,  one  Discretionary  Grant  and  twenty-two  Standard 
Grants  wore  approved  for  payments  These  figures  arc  disappointing;  for  the 
number  of  structurally  sound  houses  lacking  the  standard  amenities 
approximates  800, 

As  almost  all  the  applicants  have  been  ov/ncr/occupiors,  landlords 
appear  not  to  bo  interested  in  these  grants,  preferring  to  wait  for  the 
halcyon  days  of  ^vacant  possession”.  Amending  legislation  giving  tenants 
the  right  to  apply  for  grants  in  return  for  statutorily  assured  security  of 
tenure  and  a rent  limit  fixed  to  allow  for  the  tenant's  expenditure  on 
improvements  might  be  worth  tr^^ing. 

^^en  the  Standard  Grants  scheme  was  introduced  in  1959?  law 
required  that  payment  should  be  made  on  actual  costs  or  accounts  for  completed 
work  subject  to  certain  maxima,  v/hich  were  set  quite  high,  being  related  more 
to  London  rather  than  Provincial  building  costs.  The  consequential  effects 
make  interesting  if  predictable  reading.  Whereas  in  1959?  '^b.c  conversion  of  a 
bedroom  into  a bathroom  would  normally  cost  about  £130,  and  a similar 
improvement  requiring  the  building  of  a roar  annexe  or  ’’back  addition”  to  a 
house,  about  £200^  at  the  end  of  I96I  these  figures  had  increased  to  £220  and 
£300.  To  what  extent  are  these  increases  attributable  to  the  absence  of  the 
competitive  element  in  Standard  Grant  transactions?

Locally,  the 
caravanner  is  well  catered  for|  the  camper  virtually  ignored.  This  is  a pity, 
for  camping  is  an  educational  adventure  in  self-reliance,  initiative  and 
corporate  living.  Orderly  civilized  camping  should  be  encouraged  as  a source 
of  health  and  happiness.

Fairly  frequent  inspections  of  food  premises  and  vehicles  were  made. 
Conditions  and  standards  were  generally  satisfactory^  though  two  complaints 
from  disgruntled  visitors  were  received.  Follow-up  inspections  at  the  two 
establishments  concerned  effected  improvements. 

A rapid  labour  turnover  of  the  untrained  and  a tendency  for  the 
inexperienced  and  undercapitalized  to  attempt  to  establish  themselves  present 
the  catering  industry  with  problems  not  easily  resolved. 

Food  hygiene  is  a subject  of  wide  scope.  It  covers  the  proper  handling 
of  every  variety  of  food  and  drink,  and  all  the  utensils  and  apparatus  used 
in  their  preparation,  serving  and  consumption.  It  follows  that  catering 
shc'i'lr  very  much  be  the  preserve  of  the  knowledgeable  and  experienced.

The  Council’s  principal  pov/ers  controlling  milk  supplies  relate  to  the 
conveyance  and  distribution  of  milk,  including  the  taking  of  preventive 
measure  against  the  spread  of  milk-borne  diseases.  The  Ministry  of  Agriculture, 
Fisheries  and  Pood  is  the  statutory  authority  supervising  milk  production  at 
dairy  farms. 

The  Urban  District  is  included  in  a ’’Specified  Area”  by  a Statutory  Order, 
which  prohibits  any  person  from  selling  by  retail  for  human  consumption  milk 
other  than  specially  designated  milk  (i.e.,  pasteurised,  sterilised  or  tuberculin 
tested  milk).  Only  hoc^treated  milk  is  sold  in  the  District.
